GENERAL GRANT’S HEALTH.,

His Condition Kept From the Pablic to
Keep Lettérs From FPouring in and
Exciting Him.

NEW York, Feb. 8. —<Ipn regard to General
Graal's health, Colonel Frederick Grant sald toa
Y'ost reporter this afternoon: *“My father is a vary
sick man; there is no use in longer denying the
fact. We have made every cflort to keep the true
facta from tkhe public, because we knew that as
foon as it should become known that he was

dapgerously {11 there would be hundreds of letters
coming in with every mail, and this
would only excite him and make a cure
l1¢ss hopeful. My father has had little rest for
the past few nights,. He was up and about his
room for a littie while yesterday, and we hope to
get bim upagain to-day, but he s suffering con-
stant pain in his ear ana head. For any facts
councerning the nature of his disease I refer you to
his physiclane, The doctors who are attending
bim are Dr. Fordyce Barker. Dr J. H, Douglas,
and Dr. H. B. SBands, of this city, and Dr, T. M.
Merker, of Philladelpbia.™

Dr, Douglas stid: “'iam in no wise responsible
fcr the rose-colored report that appearcd in the
Medical Journal last week., Two days belore the
report was  published, 1 hed a conver.a-
tion with Dr. EBands st CGeneral Granl's
Lovse. The rernil of the consultation was that
we both declded that the cancerous growth at the
1o0Gi of the tongue was hardening and stesdily
srowing worse, A mircroscopical examination by
an expert Proved beyond a donbt that the case
was & malignant epithelial growth, General Grant
is a very eick man. 1 think there Is little or no
bope that he will recoyer. He is breakln? do m;

For lees than
amonth he has done a8 much asslx orelght
hours work & day, but has had little sleep for the
past eight days, We have tried to keep & knowl-
edge of his true condition from the General, be-
cause he had so many other troubles to besr.
